litigation.—After further discussion, Mr. 
Gedge, M.P., the solicitor, repudiated the 
idea that his firm promoted litigation, and 
said he desired to continue as the board's 
solicitor. On a division, the amendment was 
rejected by 26 to 6; and the motion was 
carried by 20 ayainst 14. 


“RAILWAY JACK." 

A famous dog, which had more than once 
the honour of presentation to royalty, died 
en Monday at the house of his master, Mr. 
F. G. Moore, Mayfield, Sussex. Mr. Moore 
was formerly station-master at Lewes, and 
his dog. Railway Jack,“ was known far aud 
wide as a traveller. He began by taking 
the train to Brighton and Newhaven, and 
then extended his journeys to London, Dover 
and Canterbury, and afterwards went as far 
afield as Exeter, Edinburgh, and Glasgow— 
but always returned to Lewes. Once, at 
Eastbourne, the lato Lady Brassey presented 
“Jack” to the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, and he was introduced to Prince and 
Princess Edward of Saxe-Weimar at Cowes.
